Drawings 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 6-7-07 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The new Drawings nad 
Specification changes introduce new matter into the application. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claim 4-6 
nonelected variations (if rejoined), must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered .

3. Claims 1-3, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Cheng. 

Cheng (432) discloses an exercise device having at least one vibration generator 
30 and having a base body, plural support units 52,60, damping elements 45; 
wherein each damping element connects the units to a separate component 40 
which is in indirect communication with a user's body part, and wherein the 
generator applies vibration through the damping elements and component to the 
user support units.

4. Claims 8-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
